MIDDLE GROUND IN THE 


VIVISECTION CONTROVERSY. 


Extremists Giving Way to Program of 


Reasonable Regulation In Place of 
Attempts to Prohibit the Practice. 
In connection with the widespread 


dlscussloo of the vivisection problem 
the fact Is pointed out that both here 
and abroad extreme views have culmi- 
nated not iu absolute prohibition, but 
In reasonable regulation of the prac- 
tice. For many years England has had 
a law regulating vivisection, 
-which 


was brought about by agitation that 
originally would have been satisfied 
by nothingness than prohibitive meas- 
ures. 


Iu Pennsylvania and Massachusetts 


there have existed for a long time so- 
cieties whose object was to secure leg- 
islation against vivisection. In -both 
states -the leaders of the anti-vivisec- 
tion movement have now apparently 
become convinced that regulation rath- 
er than prohibition is the practical so- 
lution of the problem of bovr to pro- 
tect animals, while at the snme time 
securing to science ample liberty to 
carry out useful and humane luvestl- 
gatlons. 


In New York the Anti-vivisection- so- 


ciety has announced that It will oppose 
the Davis-Lee bill (proposed by the 
Society For the Prevention of Abuse 
In Animal Experimentation), which 
would throw around the practice of 
vivisection snch safeguards as are nec- 
essary to prevent useless aud unnecc-s 
arlly cruel work without interfering 
with Investigations almad to .extern 
useful medical knowledge. 


The Davis-Lee bill, however, has re 


celved a large measure of support f rozn 
the press, the genera! public and 
n 


considerable number of physicians 
some TOO of vchom have signed a petl 
tlon asking for the enactment of th 
bill, although the State Medical societ.v 
is officially opposed to ft. 


As between the position of. the ex 


tremlsts, who . would stop vlvlsectlor 
entirely, and the scientific enthusiasts 
who do not want any regulation what 
ever, the Davis-Lee bill appears to af 
ford a middle ground upon whic-h rer. 
sonable people of all views can meet 
and a strong effort Is being ia.ide-1< 
secure Its passage at this session 01 
the JN'eTV Tort legislature.

Whitla Carries Out His Part of the

and Sent to Parent In Cleveland 


Cleveland, March 23.—Willie Whit- 


la, who has caused the police of the 
entire country endless worry since he 
was kidnapped from school in Sharon, 
Pa., last Thursday, was returned to 
his father at the Hollenden hotel here 
last night at 8:30 o'clock. 


In compliance with an agreement 


entered into between the -kidnapped 
boy's father and an agent of the kid- 
nappers here,' the boy -was placed on 
a street car on the outskirts of the 
city and started to the hotel shortly 
alter S o'clock. . 
. Two boys, G. W. Ramsey and Ed- 
ward Mahoney, recognized the lad 
on the car, 
and, 
taking him iu 


charge, conducted him to his father, 
who was In waiting, according to a 
prearranged plan •which, he had 
fol- 


lowed at the dictation of the kidnap- 
pers. 


The boy wandered about the hotel 


'obby unannounced for several .min- 
utes, asking bellboys for his father, 
before the latter knew his son was in 
the big foyer. 


The moment Whitla heard that a 


strange boy was In the hotel saunter- 
Ing about in almlegs fashion, 
he 


rushed across the lobhy, grasped him 
In his arms and smothered Us face 
with kisses. 


An attempt bad been made to ,dls- 


gulse:the lad. He wore a pair of 
smoked glasses and a large tan cap, 
which was pulled down over his ears, 
and the father said it would have been 
difficult to have recognized the boy in 
such a garb had be passed him on the 
street, 


WIRIe Is in good health. He says 


that he has been 'well treated, and 
ever since his capture has been con- 
stantly indoors. He believes he was 
taken from -Sharon to Warren, and 
thODce^to Newcastle, Pa. 
It Is his 


opinion, expressed in a happy school- 
boy way, that he was In Ashtabula 
on Saturday night at the time hie 
father^was to leave his $10,000 In 
Flatiron-park. 


Mr. Whitla said that he received 


a letter Monday from the kidnappers 
at his home in Sharon, saying that if 
he called at a confectionery store in 
the east end of Cleveland he would 
be told how to secure his 
hoy un- 


harmed and "well fed." 


Shortly after uoon. he left Sharon 


for Cleveland. He was : unaccom- 
panied.' His immediate family and 
the private detectives he had in his 
employ had been apprised by him ot 
the proposed meeting, but he insisted 
that he must make the trip alone, un- 
heralded, and. that no attempt at the 
capture of the kidnappers must then 
be made. 


Mr. .Whitla was certain that if he 


spoiled the plans of his son's captors 
last night he would never see the lad 
again. 
His experience at Ashtabula 


served as a warning. 


About 2 o'clock Monday afternoon 


he went to a candy store In the west 
end. 
With him he carried the $10,- 


000, 
expecting that it would be de- 


manded of him there. He'was met by 
a woman, who detailed to him the 
terms of the kidnappers. 
With dis- 


tracted eagerness Whitla agreed to 
them immediately. Half an hour late 
he returned to the Hollenden hote 
and awaited developments. 


In the meantime 
Willie, 
feeling 


comparatively safe in the hands of his 
kidnappers, for he was being treated 
kindly and even now does not realize 
the danger he was in, was being pre 
pared for his return to bis father. 


The -woman at the candy' store had 


done her duty. 
She communicate' 


with the captors of the boy and tol 
them that the father had made no at 
tempt to trap them. 
The kidnapper 


were satisfied. 


But Whitla declines to name the 


woman iu charge of the confectioner 
store and almost dares the police tc 
flnd her. 
So the boy was brough 


from the hiding place—where it wa 
no one knows—to a car line in th 
east end of the city which brought him 
Into town quickly.

The Emery claim has been drugging 


on between the state department and 
Nicaragua for years, the department 
being unable to obtain the consent of 
the

to 


arbitrate it along lines satisfactory to 
this government—thai is, by a com- 
mission sitting outside of Nicaragua 
which, while passing on tlie question 
as to the right of Nicaragua to annul 
the claim, should also fix the amount 
of damages to which the Emery com- 
pany might be entitled, if any, as a 
result of the action of the Nicaraguan 
courts.

Nicaragua has expressed her will- 


ingness to have such a commission 
pass on the decision of her courts In

Glue is sot a definite positive or- 


ganic substance as most people sup- 
pose. 
Chemists tell us that glue 


Joes not pre-exist In any animal or- 
ganism except under abnormal con- 
ditions — as in disease — but is ;the 
product of several transformations. 


The 
first 
transformation 
takes 


place in drying the hide. 
If a green 


hide is boiled after being prepared in 
exactly the same manner by liming, 
etc., while it is yet green, an entirely 
different product of less consistency 
is secured than by drying the hide 
after liming and then boiling. 


The sacond -transformation seems 


to take place in boiling the material, 
probably from action of the heat. 
Tho third transformation occurs in 
the drying of the jelly secured in the 
boiling operation. 


Still another transformation occurs 


in the dryin2 of this jelly into actual 
glue, and this series of changes does 
not ead here, for glue dissovled in 
water and again boiled sufficiently 
long loses its form once more and 
•vill not gelatinize, but will remain 
in liquid form. 


G!ue yielding substances are pro- 


duced by the animal economy from 
•jrobeine bodies, albumen, fibrine and 
caseine. 
The linpossiblity of {Pre- 


serving for any laugth of time the 
=tock from which giue is made read- 
srs it necessary to adopt some sys- 
tem in choosing and preserving it 
until sufficient quantities are Collected 
without fermentation or decomposi- 
tion. Hence the refuse from tanner- 
ies consisting of the clippings of 
hides, ear and tail pieces of os, ca-f 
and sheep, and from skins of other 
animals are preferred, because they 
can be dressed with lime, which re- 
moves the hair and acts as an anti- 
septic. 


The' ordintry bone stock glue is 


made from the larger bones of cat- 
tle and horn piths, collected from 
different sources. 
A large quantity 


of waste bones i? accumulated In 
:he preparation of tinned provisions. 


If these have not been overheated 


nnd are in good condition a consider- 
able amount of glue can be obtained 
.'ro;i! them. 
The bones from 
the 


head, ribs and feet give a better yield 
:ban those o£ the thighs and legs. 


There Is also the hoof glue, which 


is made from the iwofa of different 
animals.. 
Then there is glue made 


from siuews and fleshings, and 
a grade known as rabbit glue made 
from '.he skins of hares and rabbits. 
This glue makes a good water test, 
but should never be used to cement 
a belt. There Is a large quantity of 
this glue made in this country, and 
a person not very familiar with it 
could easily be dcclcved.

While from younger 


animals tae production, as a rule, 
is of a lighter color, more abundant, 
LIU! more easily obtained, It contains 
more chondrln, so that for solutions 
of equal strength those from mature 
animals will be found to be of the 
greater consistency and the glue 
more solid.

SETTLED AT THIS TIME.—REC- 


OGNITION OF THE UNION TO BE 


DEMANDED AT ANY COST. 


Philadelphia, March 
23.—The con- 


vention . of anthracite mine workers, 
which assemble at Scranton, :Pa., to^ 
day, is 
expected 
to finally decide, 


BO far as the men are concerned, the 
matter of a new agreement with tht 
coal mine operators to take the place 
of the present working arrangement 
which will 
expire March 
31. The 


mine workers are not unanimous with 
regard' to what should be done, and?, 
therefore, the opratbrs are more or 
less in the dark as to the conditions 
that will prevail 
on April 1. 
The 


operators, it is known, have a fixedj :' 
plan so far as meeting the demand's 
already made by the mine workers 
are concerned, but it is riot known, to 
what length they will go in changing • 
these plans if the mine workers con- • 
elude to recede from some of their .pro- 
positions. As it now stands the situa- 
tion is {his. 


The miners have made certain de- 


mands, the principal one being the re- 
cognition of the union. 
The opera- 


tors have flatly refused all the' de- 
mands and in-, turn have offered to re- 
new for another term of three yearS 
the present agreement, which is the 
same as that made by the anthracite 
coal strike commission. 
The miners' 


representatives, who are all officers in 
the United Mine Workers of America 
have declined to contiue without re- 
cognition,of the union and have called 
the Scranton convention for the pur- 
pose of making a report of the,ir action 
and to let the mine workers them- 
selves decide what further action shajl r 
be taken.

Six hundred delegates representing 


all the local unions in the three an- 
thracite'districts of the miners organ- 
ization, 
will sit in 
the convetitloftj-"' 


Some of these are instructed to favor 
a strike if concessions are not made, 
some are pledged against such action 
and others will vote according to'-the 
advice, given by the leaders; buV.'tfie' 
leaders, it is said, are not Unanimous 
on 
any proposal so far discussed 


among the men. Thomas L. Lewis, in- 
ternational president of the union, 
who will attend the convention .and' 
will probably preside, says he Is.unal-':; 
terably opposed to any agreement that 
does not include recognition 
of the' 


organization. This, the operators, say 
they will never grant. 
They fought 


against that attitude in 1900, in 1902 . 
and in 1906. Whether President Lewis, 
will advise the men to strike in case •' 
they cannot get recognition of 
the 


union, or wnether he will advise the 
men to remain at work for the pre- 
sent, without making an agreement, 
is not publicly known.

The rank and file of the mine work-

Jewels Seven Thousand Years •Old. 


In writing 01 his remarkable dis- 


coveries In the ruius of the templea 
at Susa, the ancient capital of Persia, 
Jacques de Morgau tells of the mar- 
vels of Jewelry brought to light, the 
earliest examples ever known of that 
country. 


"The Jewels of gold and silver which 


we now possess," he says, "are the 
first of those countries and those ages 
which have come down to our day. 
In this they present a great interest. 
Unfortunately, it Is not possible to 
assign a precise date to each of them. 
As the cylinders and the seals wlilch 
form a part of the finds belong to all 
periods '-om the fortieth or fiftieth 
century B. C. down to the date of the 
foundation, so it is with tbe jewels. 
There are some of every age. 
The' 


rings of filigree-work and the sceptre 
with the lion's head seem to be more 
recent than the statuettes of gold 
aud silve:1, which have a frankly ar- 
chaic appearance, but one cannot be 
sure of this appreciation. 
Have we 


not been surprised ty finding rings, 
which, if their origin had not been 
certain, jvould be attributed by the 
most acute connoisseurs to the Greeu 
or Etruscan epochs? 


"Before, my discoveries at Dashur, 


we knew nothing of Egyptian Jewel- 
ry. Tbe opening of the tombs of the 
princes of the twelfth dynasty was a 
revelation. It is the same now E.S re- 
gards Elam; but while in the case of 
Dashur ~we were uealing with objects 
of ascertained age, here we can only 
fix a minimum limit to the antiquity, 
and this.limit is the twelfth century 
B. C."

Cisterns of Hot Water. 


Of ever-increasing Interest to nat- 


ural curiosity seekers are the Hot 
Pots, about three miles from Heber 
City, Utah. 


This region is a level plain, upon 


the surface of which arise In strange 
confusion numbers of conical-shaped 
cisterns, the largest of them being 
all of fifty feet :n height, one hundred 
feet In diameter at the top and twice 
that at the base, and ..containing in 
their dark depths immense volumes 
of water, heated to a high tempera- 
ture in the furnaces of the earth. The 
waters contain tbe 
usual chemical 


properties1 ;of thermal springs, 
and 


are used for Dathing and drinking. 


Theso pots evidently 
have 
been 


formed by the slow deposition through 
countless centuries of the silica and 
soda which enter into the composition 
of the waters. They grow in height 
steadily with, years, and present a 
most interesting spectacle of nature's 
strange creative methods. 
The Hot 


Pots are"fouud in the midsL, of culti- 
vated fields and thriving orchards, not- 
withstanding ' the 
peculia: 
rocklike 


soil composition. 


One of the marked peculiarities of 


the "region is the 
hollow, rumbling 


sound caused by carriages and horses 
as they Liove over the roadways for 
miles around. "Is there an enormous 
cavern Ju_t belo-w the surface, and 
will it ever cavp in?" is the anxious 
inquiry of every visitor, alarmed at 
the strange underground sounds.

FARMERS AND THE RACES. 


New British Cavalry Sword. 


The pattern of the new cavalry 


sword has now been 
approved for 


manufacture. 
It differs from those, of 


previous pattern chiefly in being fitted 
with a straight tapering blade to facili- 
tate thrusting. The guard is shaped 
to afford more protection on the left 
side, and the grip Is formed to fit the 
hand, a recess for the thumb .being 
cut in-the back. 
The scabbard Is a 


straight taper from end to end and 
made of«steel. 
The weight of tha 


sword is about two pounds fourteen 
ounces, and of the scabbard one pound 
six ounces. 


Historically, the Times observes, 


the odtpion of a thrusting sword is of 
interest as being a reversion to the 
single edged rapier of the seventeenth 
century, the period v/hen, according 
to some of our most eminent authori- 
ties, the qualities of a fighting sword 
were best understood, armor having 
practically gone out of use and fire-1 
arms being still very imperfect.

One thing that amazes the visitor 


from out of town who drops in on 
the racetracks around New York is 
that betting is in full swing despite 
signs announcing that it is illegal. 


There is one section M the Percy- 


Gray lav/—the law forbidding bet- 
ting on horseraces in New York State 
—that is at once very strong and 
very weak, says the Broadway Maga- 
zine. It provides that the State shall 
receive out of the gross revenues of 
'thd racetracks a certain percentum. 


By the original law the State got 


S per cent. A year ago, when a sharp 
fight was made in the Legislature, 
the racing people consented to an 
amendment whereby this percentage 
is increased gradually until the State 


receives 7% per cent. 
The money 


from' the racetracks goes to the State 
agricultural societies for the support 
.of county fairs. 


The amount the county fairs gel 


is so great that it dazzles the • up- 
State legislators. 
It averages about 


f l . O O O a (lay for every day of the 
year. 
The gross 
receipts 
of the 


Sheepshead Bay or Belmont Park 
tracks range from $15,000 to ?7r>. 
000 a day; they average nearly $30. 
000. 


It is only on gala days that the 


receipt:; reach the ?75,000 figure. 
The Brighton Beach Track paid $32. 
773 to the State as its share of the 
tax last year. There were less than 
thirty days racing at Brighton, so 
the gross receipts were a shade un- 
der those of the more fashionable 
tracks.
